Save to a 
few her disappearance from the 


Borden premises two days after the tragedy ' 


and her whereabouts since that day have been 
a mystery. She was seen at the inquest, but 
her residence and occupation have until today 
been a closed book to the general publie: As 
a matter of fact, she was brought to New Bed- 
ford and turned over to the ecustedy of the 
local jailer, in whose family she has been de- 
tained as a witness for the Commonwealth. I 
studied her carefully for an hourorso. She 
is a woman of strong characteristics. 
Enamored as she was of Lizzie Borden 
and. pleased with her place in the 
Borden household, it would have been, no easy 
matter to induce her to testify against the in- 
terests of the accused. I inferred from her 
manner and speech upon the witness stand, 
first, that she is firmly resolved ta say nothing 
which, in her judgment, can injure her young 
mistress; second, that she has been so fright- 
ened, not alone by the developments in the 
house, but by her examinations, that she will 
keep withm the hither verge of exact truth 
as she remembers it, and save hergelf embar- 
rassment by getting behind the phrase, I 
don’t remember;”” and, third, that during her 
long stay and virtual confinement in the fam- 
ily of Jailer Hunt she has become sa perme- 
ated with the ideas of the prosecution that she 
really doesn’t know whether she stands on her 
head or her heels.

Without Giving the Minority a Chance to 
Be Heard He Orders the Senatorial Ap- 
portionment Bill to. Committee—At- 
tempt to He Made to Put the Measure 
on Its Passage pspect That a

Spriverrep, III., June 7.—[Special.J— 

This has been a stormy, turbulent day in the 

House. The trouble began when the body 


was called to order this morning and it con- 


tinued uninterruptedly all through the day. 

The journal was being read when the door- 
keeper announced the presence of the Secre- 
tary of the Senate with a message. Every- 
body knew the document the Secretary had in 
his hand was the Senate apportionment bill 
and every man of the 146 who were in the 
House et the time rose to his feet and howléd. 
The Republicans wanted to offer amend- 
ments to the journal and thus prevent the 
consideration of the apportionment bill. 
The Democrats yelled because they wanted 
to make more noise than their Republic-, 
an brethren. The confusion was great and 
the noise so deafening it could be hear for a 
good many blocks around the Capitol. Some 
members clambered onto their desks, where 
they could yell to better advantage, and others 
pounded the farniture in the hall with huge 
volumes contain. the bills of the session. 
In the midst of t bewildering confusion 
Speaker Crafts declared the journal of yester- 
day to have been duly read and approved, 
both of which propositions are purely bits of 
fiction.

ROUTINE WORK OF THE SENATE. 


Several Bills Passed and Others Advanced 
by the Upper Branch of the Assembly, 

Sprinerie.p. III., June 7.—In the Senate 
this morning a, message was received from 
the Governor announcing the.appointment of 
Charles W. Piatt of Piatt County as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Live Stock Commission- 
ers, to succeed Edwin Watts of Sangamon, 
whose appointment ‘failed of confirmation. 
The Governor also announced the nomination 
of a number of notaries public commissioned 
since Jan. 5, 1893. 

The bill appropriating an additional sum of 
$1.500 to pay the expense of com- 
mittees in the discharge of special du- 
ties was passed. The resolution for 
the appointment of a commission of two Sen- 
ators and three Representatives, to revise the 
statutes of Illinois, was adopted. Senator 
Salomon’s resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a commission of five persons to 
investigate the condition of the roads of IIli- 
nois and to make a report to the Governor of 
what can be done for r improvement 
failed of adoption by a vote of 13 yeas to 28 
nays. Senator Thiele’s bill, increasing the 
fees for commencement of suits in courts of 
Cook County, failed to pass. Senator Hum- 
phrey's bill to provide for the creation of 
pleasure driveways and park districts was 


passed. 

Senator Brand presented a resolution from 
the Committee on Expenses of the General 
Assembly providing for the discharge of all 
the janitors except two, all policemen except 
two, all committee clerks with the exception 
of two, and also the Assistant Superintend- 
ent of Ventilation. The resolution was 
adopted. 

Senator O'Malley introduced a bill requir- 
ing the inspection of and semi-annual reports 
from each and every private bank in the State 
of Illinois. The bill was read a first time and 
ordered to third reading. The House bill fix- 
ing the term of office of Coédk County Com- 
missioners at two years was ordered to sec- 
ond reading. The same action was taken on 
the House bill granting water companies the 
right to extend pipes. 

The Senate went into executive session and 
confirmed the appointment of Norman Trip- 
lett of. Pike County to be publie guardian of 
that county. The nominations sent to the 
Senate today were also confirmed. The 
executive session then arose. 

Senator Salomon’s bill providing for the 
erection of fire-escapes on all buildings of 

our stories hereafter built was ad vunced to 
third reading. Senator O’Conor’s bill, to 
govern fire insurance companies not admitted 
to do business in this State, was passed. 
Senator Berry presented a protest signed by 
all the Republican Senators, protesting 
against the action of the Senate in refusing to 
spread upon the records the protests sub- 
mitted Monday by Senators Dunlap and Coon. 
This paper recited in substance the same ob- 
jections as the former one, and Senator Craig 
raised the point of order that it was similar to 
the one formerly acted upon, which point was 
declared well taken by the President. 

The Senate thén adjourned. 


WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE BILL KILLED. 


House Elections Committee Afraid to Act 
on It, So Lets It Die. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 7.—The House Com- 
mittee on Elections had a meeting today to 
consider the Senate bill granting women the 
right to vote and to participate in town meet- 
ings and to vote for certain township officers— 
to wit: Supervisor, Town Clerk, Assessor, Col- 
lector, and Highway Commissioner. Many 
members of the committee seemed afraid to 
take any action on the bill and they practically 
killed it by adjourning. : 

The House Committee on Municipal Cor- 
porations this afternoon re favorably on 
the bill of Representative Moore providing 
for minority representation in City Councils, 
It provides that— 

At the first general election for Mayor after the 
passage of this act and every two years there- 
after there shall be elected in wards bearing an 
odd number as many Aldermen as such ward 
shall be entitled to, and at the next annual elec- 
tion and every two years thereafter there shall be 
elected.in wards bearing even numbers as many 
Aldermen as such wa are entitled to; pro- 
vided, that Aldermen elected r this act in 
wards bea even numbers, wherein Aldermen 
were elected for two years at the last previous 
general election, shall retain ir seats as such 
until the next annual election and until their 
successors are elected and qualified.

DORA VELSY KILLS HER LOVER AND 
Both Found Dead tn the Room‘ of the 


Young Maa, W. d, Gray=Pistol That 
Was Used Found by the Girl's Side= 


Manner and the Cause of the Tragedy at | 


Present Merely Conjecture—Bank Rob- 
bers Who Stole $12,000 Will Probably 
Granp Rarrps, Mich., June 7.—[Special.] 
A slender pretty country girl was found 
lying dead on the floor of a Crescent avenue 
room today, with an ugly bullet-hole in her 
right temple, On a bed in the same room was 


stretched the body of & man also dead and 


with a duplicate bullet-hole through the right 
temple. The man was William G. Gray, well 
known and popular about the town and — 
the last two years bookkeeper for P. H. 
O’Brien, an undertaker of the city. The name 
of the girl was Dora A. Velzy and her home was 
near Allendale, Ottawa County. Both had’ 
evidently died instantly, atid from bullets 
from a revolver which was found near the 
body of the woman, Five chambers of this 
were empty and one 1 

Gray had evidently been asleep when shot, 
as he lay on his right side in a natural posi- 
tion. He had removed his clothing and hung 
it on a hook near the bed. The young 
woman was only partly dressed.

a chased gold band ring 

ket of her waist was a small gold watch. 
n Gray’s clothes were found $75 in bills and 
a fine open face gold wateh. Under him in 
the bed wasa lady’s pocketbook, evidently 
Dora’s, with $46.49 in money, besides somé

One of the letters was directed 
Allendale Postoffice. It was loving in tone 
and told her to be sure and get back to the 
Rapids as soon as possible as he was getting 
.wnesome and wanted to see her again. The 
other letter was written recently and must 
have been sent to her by a messenger, as there 
was no stamp or postmark on it. He told her 
he wished to see her either tonight or sure 
Wednesday night.“ 


Who the Two Young People Were. 


O’Brien states that Gray was an exceptional- 
ly competent and bright young man and thor- 
oughly honest. He came from Lapeer, where 
his parents live, about five years ago and went 
to work for A. N. Albee, and about two years 
ago n work for the O’Brien Brothers, for 
whom he has worked continuously ever since. 
Monday henotified Mr. O’Brien that he had 
received a letter from his brother in Chicago, 
and was soing there . Mr. O’Brien 
was loath to part with him,but he was set upon 
going and was paid off. 7 

The Velzy girl was 21 years old and a pre- 

essing brunette. Her features were of a 
classic cast and her hands and feet siender 
and ta vering. A glance at her form and face 
even after its mutilation by the wound in her 
temple indicated“that she was a woman of 
considerable natural refinement. Aside from 
the fact of her unfortunate relations with 
Gray, which were guessed by few persons, 
nothing derogatory to her character is known. 

It is believed that the double tragedy oc- 
curred Monday night. The slightly decom- 
posed condition of the bodies confirms this 
theory. The double crime occurred in Gray’s 
room, which he had occupied for several 
years,a little hall bedroom not more thay 8x 
9 feet in size. The evidence presen ai che 
inquest this afternoon tends to shéw almost 
conclusively that the girl shot her companion 
as he slept and then turned the pistol upon 
herself. 

How the Shooting Probably Occurred, 


It is probable that Dora met Gray on re- 
ceiving the note and that Gray had told Dora 
that he had quit O’Brien’s and was going to 
Chicago and refused to take her along. When 
he feil asleep Dora, becoming more and more 
enraged that she was to be thus abandoned, 
reached the point of desperation that made 

is murder and her own suicide possible. 
When she shot Gray she evidently placed the 
revolver close to his temple -and pressed the 
trigger, for around the wound were powder 
marks. 7 

Charles Lamore and his wife occupy apart- 
ments adjoimi Gray's room and Lamore 
discovered 8 this noon. He said 
tonight:

words. Monday night my wife sat at one of the 
windows in the front room. Gray called to her 
from below and made some remark about her 
being up later than usual.

She told him that she was wait- 
ing for me tocome home. I worked extra time 
that might. He remarked that he was going to 
bedgand a few minutes later she heard him come 
up the stairs and go to his room. She heard no 
one come with him: That is the last we heard of 
him alive. We heard no shots during the night, nor 
were we disturbed by anyother noise. Yesterday 
morning after I had gone to work my wife, not 
hearing any one astir in Gray s room, went to his 
room and knocked, think that he might be 
sick and need assistance. iving no response 
she returned, think that he might still be 
asleep or possibly had left early, and thought no 
more about it. s morning my wife again went 
to Gray’s doer and knocked, thinking it strange 
that he had not been seen. 
tried 
that it was loc on the 
suspicion was aroused was not just 
right and when I came home to dinner to- 
day we talked about Gray while at the table. Af- 
ter dinner I went to Gray’s door and found it 
locked. Knowing that it cannot be locked on 
the outside I came to the conclusion that Gray 
must be in the room. I next went to the n- 
dow. The blinds were shut, but I could 
through the shutters and the first object that met 
my eyes was Gray's body upon the bed. I could 
see the bullet wound in his temple and blood 
upon his face. I at once gave the alarm. I 
could not see the woman’s body through the 
blind shutter and did not know it was there until 
we got into the room through the window. I 
knew that Gray had been keeping company with 
the woman, but toour knowledge she never 
been in Gray's room. 


Evidences of Jealousy. 


A.N. Albee said that Gray had been going 
with the Velzy woman for two or three years. 
rown 
tired of her, and it is said that they had quar- 
reled. She is said to have been much in love 
with Gray. 

Of late Gray had been giving some atten- 
tion to some other woman, and this may have 
had an eet, ging connection with the trag- 
edy as well as the intention of Gray to leave 
for Chicago today. 

After bodies were taken to the under- 
taker’s rooms it was discovered that beside 
the hole in Gray’s temple he had also been 
shot through the rightarm. The ball struck 
and shattered a bone, then passed on through 
and struck on the side without penetrat- 
ing the skin.~ The girl was also shot twice, 
The first ball evidently passed up through the 


jaw and the second one was fired into the. 


temple. 
The parents of Gray were notified 


of their 
son’s death and will arrive tonight.

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gins bank was no more a cause for alarm 
than would the arrest of a confidence man be 
sufficient reason for thinking everybody else 
a rogue. The closing of the Chemical Bank 
entailed no loss to depositors, and the institu- 
‘tions presided over by Schaffner and the 
Meadowcroft Brothers of an entirely 
different class, being ho for the handling 
of “ commercial paper,“ that consisting chief- 
ly of notes given by the borrowers of money to 
be used for purposes more or less speculative 
in their character. ‘The savings banks had let 
this kind of business severely alone, and their 
statements of condition a few weeks previous 
to the run were ‘sufficient to convince any one 
capable of understanding the meaning of the 
figures that the banks are on a perfectly sound 
basis. But the average man does not under- 
stand those things. Still less does the average 
woman. The news that banks in different 
parts of the country had suspended caused a 
widespread feeling of un ty, and the 
suspension of the Schaffner house, followed 
closely by that of the Meadowcrofts, was 
shouted around by the newsboys as bank 
failure.“ The uneasy fear developed into a 
semi-panic, and the runs followed as a matter 
of course, 

An unusual condition of the atmosphere 
causes restlessness among a herd of cattle on 
the plains. Oye of them stumbles while mov- 
ing slowly. Those in the vicinity take alarm, 
and soon there is a stampede. A crowd of 
human beings may be quiet for hours. One 
of them faints or two quarrel. The result is a 
rush around the spot. The excitement is 
quickly spread all through the concourse and 
soon theré is a mad rush of people, none of 
whom know of any real cause for the move- 
ment but all share in it, with the result that 
perhaps many are thrown down and trampled 
on by their fellows. The human crowd is 
scarcely more rational for the moment than 
was the bovine herd. Soan excitement will 
sometimes spread among people who are not 
massed thickly together. The popular mind 
has been rendered fearful by the spreading of 
news of calamity. The least additional rumor 
is sufficient to fan the spark into a flame. The 
report that others are on the run is enough to 
cause thousands to join in the rush, and for 
the time being reason abdicates her throne. 
By and by the storm subsides and those who 
have not suffered in the shock Igugh at their 
own folly in being frightened without cause, 


to prevent them from joining in another mad 
sally should the opportunity be furnished a 
few days later. Such is humanity even when 
civilized. Under these conditions it loses a 
large part of its civilization and sinks tempo- 
rarily towards the brute level where reason js 
at a minimum and the instinct of self-preserva- 
tion dominates all else. 

Fortunately in the case of this bank scare 
no harm was done except in the mild way of 
loss of time to those who joined in the rush 
and in a loss of money toa few of them who 
were robbed in the crowd or spent a part of 
the cash needlessly, as most people are apt to 
do when they have on hand more than enough 
for the supply of current necessities. The 
banks stood the assaults upon them firmly as 
80 many rocks, and have furnished ad ditional 
proof that the confidence heretofore placed 
in them by the public is really deserved. The 
result should be so convincing as to prevent 
any other drain upon them in response to idle 
reports which have only an imaginary foun- 
dation, 


DEATH OF EDWIN BOOTH. 

By the death of Edwin Booth there has 
passed out of the dramatic world one of its 
best known and most prominent representa- 
tives. He was literally, born to the profession. 

He entered upon his career under the imme- 

diate eye of his father, Junius Brutus Booth, 
an actor of great ability in certain roles, and 
aman of extraordinarily opposite traits of 
character, who combined religious devotion 
with extreme irregularities, and whose whole 
career, off and on the stage, was marked by 

perplexing eccentricities. His brother, J. 

Wilkes Booth, who was an actor of the old 
vociferous and ranting style, is now only re- 
membered as the assassin.of Abraham Lin- 
coln. Another brother, Junius Brutus Jr., 
has long been connected with the dramatic 
profession, though he hag not taken a con- 
spicuous place. Still another brother, Henry 
Byron Booth, died young in England and be- 

fore he had had the opportunity to make a 
reputation for himself. Edwin Booth had 
three sisters, but so far as is known they were 
not at any time upon the stage. During all 
his active life Mr. Booth had been profession- 

| ally engaged. He made his first appearance 
in Boston in 1849, when but 16 years of age, 
in a minor role of Richard III.,“ in as- 
sociaticn with his father, and for over forty 
years he had followed his profession with ex- 
traordinary success, making an honored name 
for himself both in this country - in En- 
gland. 

» The prominent events in Mr. 3 life 
are given elsewhere. He will be longest re- 
membered perhaps by his impersonations of 
Hamlet, Shylock, Macbeth, Richard III., 
Lear, Iago, and other Shakspearean roles, 
though in the estimation of many competent 
crities his greatest ability was shown in such 
roles as those of Richelieu, Brutus, Sir Giles 
Overreach, and of other well-known standard 
characters. He unquestionably inherited 
much of the talent of his father, as did his 
brother, J. Wilkes, though they differed wide- 
ly in the use of the inheritance. The latter 

| was a clamorous and sensational imitator of 
the father’s methods, without his genius, while 
Edwin Booth developed his gift by studies es- 

- pecially of a historical character and by im- 
parting to his personations a beauty and re- 
finement which the elder Booth never dis- 
‘played. He was devotedly attached to his 
profession, and this attachment he manifested 
in many ways, notably in the efforts he made 
as a manager to elevate the theater, in the 
care which he gave to the presentation of the 
drama, particularly during his association 
with Mr. Barrett, and in his attachment to the 
Players’ club in New York, which had been 
his home for some time prior to his decease. 

It has often been said that his numerous 
personations of Hamlet had tinged his life

| MAKE THE CROWDS MOVE on. 
The crowds which have congregated in di- 


banks during this week have served te dall at- 
to one of the constant shortramings 
Chicago policemen—that is, keeping 
walks clear and compelling the people 
ck them up to move on and attend to 
their legitimate business if they have any. 
After the officers had forced the depositors to 
form in line it became apparent tn about 
every case that a large percentage of the peo- 
ple neat the bank had no money there, but 
were simply watching, out of idle curiosity, 
those who had. These individuals lined the 
edge of the sidewalk or occupied a céngidera- 
ble part of it, and prevented its free use by 
pedestrians. 

In all such cases it is the duty of the police 
to tell the indifferent spectators to move on 
and not obstruct the road. If any man re- 
fuses to obey an order to leave a place where 
he has no business to be, because his presence 
there is interfering with others, then the po- 
liceman should quietly arrest him. Sidewalks 
are not loafing places, If a man is hurt in an 
accident and taken into a store a crowd as- 
sembles at once, seeing nothing, knewing lit- 
tle, but putting people who want to use the 
sidewalk to a great deal of inconvenience. It 
is the duty of the officer on the ground to dis- 
perse the assemblage, informing the men and 
women who compose it that if they will read 
the papers théy will find out all about the 
matter. 

The streets of Chicago are d to be so 
thronged now, it takes so little to draw a 
crowd, and those things which draw ‘them are 
of such frequent occurrence, that it is time 
for the police to begin to enforce the rules 
which obtain in other cities. Men and women 
must be compelled to keep moving. The 
practice of stopping in the middle of the side- 
walk to eonverse with a friend must be ended, 
no matter how interesting the talk may be to 
them. Even if there is something attractive 
in a shop window people must not stop in 
front of it so as to interfere with others. And, 
finally, it is time to teach pedestrians that they 
must keep to the right hand. For it must be 
admitted by any one who walks much on the 
crowded down-town streets that there are in 
Chicago, even as there’ were in Nineveh, six 
score thousand persons who cannot discern 
their right hands from their left. 


At the last meeting of the Council Ald. 
Lutter presented a petition from a number of 
citizens in the district adjoining Ravenswood, 
in the Twenty-sixth Ward, asking fort a repeal 
of the prohibition ordinance applying thereto. 
The petition properly. was referred to the 
Judiciary cormittee, which in due time will 
report that the Council cannot repeal the or- 
dinance which was given statutory effect by 
the act of annexation. The ordinante can be 
repealed ‘only by a majority of the voters in 
the district concerned after the quostion duly 
is submitted by the Council on the petition of 
one-fourth of the voters in the territory, 
which must not be less than half a square 
mile. 

It will take seme time sen! tor the 
saloonists to set up their groggeries in the 
Ravenswood district. Their petition “now is 
irregular and insufficient. Though @ regular 
and sufficient petition may be presented, it is 
not likely to be acted upon favorabily by the 
voters. In the spring of last year the saloon- 
ists tried to repeal the prohibition ordinance 
relating to West Roseland. They submitted 
their petition in regular form, and it was 
signed by more than half the voters of the 
district, but when it came to a vote there was 
a large majority against the groggeries. Many 
of those who signed the petition voted under 
the secrecy of the Australian ballot, against 
its prayer. The Lake View saloonists would 
do well to acquaint themselves with the facts 
in this case before they formulate their peti- 
tion. They‘have asserted that the fact that 
saloons are not permitted in the territory has 
depreciated the value of the property. This 
is no doubt untrue. Saloons do not appre- 
ciate the value of surrounding property as a 
rule, The proposal needs investigation and 
close watching. Fortunately the Judiciary 
cofnmittee, to which the ordinance has been 
referred, is one of the best of the Council 

committees. That the interests of the people 
of the district will be protected fully there is 
no doubt. 


ONE YEAR IS ENOUGH. 

The House hag passed Mr. McInerney’s bill 
changing the term of office of the Cook Coun- 
ty Commissioners from one to two years, so 
that the persons elected this fall may hold un- 
til 1895. This change in the law is not asked 
for by the people. The only ones who really 
want it and have been working for it are the 
city members of the present board and their 
subordinates. The former intend to be candi- 
dates for reélection and they want longer 
terms. They find it expensive to go before a 
convention and the people every twelve 
months. It eats up too much of the large sal- 
aries they voted themselves. These are the 
motives which induce them to strive for spl 
er terms. 

The people, who do not care whether the 
election expenses of the Commissioners ate 
heavy or light, are desirous that those whom 
they put in charge of the affairs of the eounty 
shall be accountable to them at frequent in- 
tervals. They are not ready to trust them for 
as long a time as two years. Under the old 
law the Commissioners served for three years, 
qne-third going out every year. The result 
was boodling, which grew so notorious and 
shameless at last that some of the Commis- 
sioners had to be sent to Joliet and thé coun- 
ty had to add a million dollars to ite bonded 
debt because of their thefts and wastefulness. 

Experience has proved that the man who 

will ripen into a boodler when in office for 


but for one, and even if his tastes are in the 
direction ot stealing he reflects that he must 
face his constituents within a year. The 
board has been very much honester and no 
less efficient since the three-year term was 
done away with. To substitute two years for 
one is to lead the Commissioners into tempta- 
tion. Feeling that the people could net get at 
them for two years, they would yielé to im- 
pulses which they might have resisted other- 


debt or worse. 

While it is natural that the present Commis- 
sioners shcuid like to the longest terms 
they can and pay out as e as possible for 
election expenses, yet it is better that they and 
those who come after them should net be ex-

More is gained for the cause of tem- 
perance by shutting up saloons in a com- 
munity which has been converted to opposi- 
tion to the sale of liquor, and which therefore 
enforces the regulations it makes, than by a 
State prohibitory law like that of Iowa, which 
is nullified defiantly in communities which do 
not believe in forbidding the open sale of 
liquor. 

Nor was Dr. Johnson alone in his views. 
The Rev. Dr. Wayland of Philadelphia said: 


He believed in local option not as a perfect 
measure but as having in itself possibilities of 
great improvement. He defined his meaning of 
local option to be a law under which it shall be 
the power of every county, every town, every city. 


and every ward to decide whether it will allow 


the saloon within its borders. Such a law, he 
contended, was just, efficient, and practicable, 
and would afford a basis of union on which all 
the forces working for temperance could unite. 


Robert Mackay of Scotland, replying to an 
individual who. denounced local optkn as 
“sugar-coated license, said that he did not 
know what he was talking about, and that in 
the local option communities of Great Britain 
the prohibition was just as complete as if the 
principle extended over the whole country. 

Sentiments like those of the above-men- 
tioned speakers were distasteful to and were 
attacked by those individuals who have rea- 
soned themselves into the belief that the man- 
ufacture of liquor is a crime and the arinking 
of it a sin, and of those political prohibition- 
ists who want State and national organiza- 
tions kept up because of their craving for the 
notoriety which they gain by being prominent 
in them. The latter will not undertake that 
quiet, hard work in villages, townships, and 
counties which alone secures results, because 
it would not bring them as conspicuously be- 
fore the public, as do national and State con- 
ventions. 

Tue Trreunse long ago pointed out to the 
prohibitionists that the only way in which 
they could do that which they said they had at 
heart was to begin at the bottom and not at 
the top, to stop the dale of liquor in locali- 
ties and not in a State; that if the public 
sentiment of any place was strongly in favor 
of license and against prohibition the local 
authorities would be of the same way of think- 
ing and the enforcement of a prohibitory law 
would beimpossible; and that the way to 
deal with such a community was to attack it 
with reason, argument, and moral suasion 
It is gratify- 
ing to see that more sensible prohibitionists 
are recognizing the truth of these statements. 


PROF. BRIGGS APPEAL, 

Prof. Briggs’ letter following the recent de- 
cision of the General Assembly in his case is 
in the nature of a defiance which hardly can 
be relished by those who have voted to sus- 
pend him from the ministry. It was natural 
they should hope he would continue the ad- 
vocacy of his heresies outside the pale of 
the church, but this he does not propose. 
Though suspended from the: ministry he does 
not consider himself, suspended from the 
church, He does not propose to leave it and 
he calls upon all of those who are in sympa- 
thy with him to, stay in the church and not 
leave the ranks.

The acts of the assemblies 
at Detroit, Portland, and Washington may all be 
blotted out by the sweetness and grace of the 
next General Assembly at Saratoga. Let all loyal 
Presbyterians rally about Prof. Henry P. Smith 
in his battle for truth and right, and a victory at 
Saratoga will gain for Presbyterian liberty what 
was once won for our native land in the same 
place by stout hearts and brave hands.

‘There has been no 
great bank failure, and the order to cease 
sensational cries about such an imaginary 
thing was quickly followed by cessation of the 
foolish run both upon big banks and little 
ones. 


Tun recommendation made by three of the 
directors that Col. Davis be constituted the 
executive representative of the directory, as 
well as of the National Commission, with Mr.

mit it is time some one should take the reins in 
his own hand and do the driving. It will be 
folly to attempt to run the Fair any longer by 
committees and commissions which are not 
certain of their own authority, the action of 
any one of which entails friction all along the 
line. What is needed is the one-man system 
of responsibility. When that is accomplished 
there will be an end of the unfortunate and 
humiliating wrangles at Jackson Park. 


Tun Senate has passed the bill giving the
